igTThe following decision of the Circuit Court of 
the United States of Louisiana is of great interest 
to merchants, forwarders, and steamboat owners. 
We therefore give it in full. The history of the 
case is this: Some months ago the steamer Ohio, 
from Cincinnati l>ound to New Orleans, arrived here 
with a heavy cargo. Her captain, finding that she 
was drawing more water than there was in the ca- 
nal at the time, had a portion of the cargo dis- 
charged into a lighter at the wharf. While the 
Ohio and the lighter were lying at the wharf, the 
steamer Diamond, in making a landing, came in 
contact with the lighter and it sunk, and some of 
the merchandise on it was lost or damaged. Tufts 
&, Hobart, who owned some of the lost goods, 
brought suit against the boat for the loss of the 
same, but, as will be seen from the opinions of the 
judges, they held that the boat was not liable there- 
for: 

Judgment and Final Decree of Judge McCaleb.— 
The court baring taken under advisement aud carefully 
considered this case. Is satisfied that the plea of want of 
jurisdiction in this court to maintain the present action is 
conclusively overruled by the general principle laid down 
by the Supreme Court of the United States in the case of 
the propeller Uenessee Chief et at vs. Fitz Hugh et al, 
and of Fretz et al vs. Bull et al (12 Howard, 4>0, 4»J8), 
aud observed in other reported cases of that court. Be- 
ing further satisfied, however, from the evidence before 
the court, that the custom of employing lighters on the 
Ohio river, as a means of enabling boats to transfer cargo 
from Cincinnati aud other ports to points on the Mississippi 
river, must have entered into the contemplation of the par- 
ties herein, at the time of the execution of the contract of 
affreightment against which suit is brought, and that the 
accident which caused libellants' loss occurred without the 
fault of the master and officers of the steamboat Ohio: 

It is ordered, adjudged, and decreed that the libel be di- 
missed with the costs. 

Decision uf Judge Campbell The libellants arc the 

consignees of certain merchandise shipped on board the li- 
belleeat Cincinnati, to be delivered at the port of New Or- 
leans, the unavoidable dangers of navigation and fire only 
excepted. The steamboat, at Louisville, Ky., placed a 
portion of her cargo— including the merchandise lost— on 
board of a lighter, to enable her to pass through the canal, 
in which the water was low at the time. The evidence shows 
that this was a usual expedient in the navigation of the 
Ohio at that place, and that the practice Is well ■ nown and 
is contemplated by shippers and carriers iu their inter- 
course with oneanother. 

While the merchandise was on board the lighter, the 
steamboat Diamond came in contact with her and she was 
unavoidably sunk. 

There was no fault on the rart of the officers of the libel- 
lee. 

The principle i* well settled. A carrier is not responsible 
ill" 'ii the common bill of lading for a loss arising from a 
collision when he is without fault. 14 ivters, 99. 

The question in this case is, whether the removal of the 
goods to a lighter deprived him ot the benefit of this ex- 
ception in his bill of lading; in other words, was the mer- 
chandise on board the steamboat Ohio, at the time, within 
the meaning of the contract? The question was consider- 
ed in Coggshall vs. the American Insurance Company, 3 
Wend., 2«3; Wadsworth vs. Pacific Insurance Company. 4 
Wend., 33; aud the cases cited in the decision of these 
cases 

The lighter was used in the instance disclosed by the re- 
cord In the course of the voyage, and as auxiliary to its de- 
sign and object, and according to the usual custom of ship- 
ments, and which was well kuown to shippers. I think the 
Hbetlee Ls justified by the evidence contained in the record, 
for the non-delivery of the merchandise. 

I waive the question of jurisdiction, because It is very 
much controverted, aud probably some definite inle will 
be settled at the next term of the Supreme Court of the 
United States.

Washington, June 23. 
Governor Cumming will take his familv with him 
to Utah, intending to make the Territory his perma- 
nent home. 

Colonel Jack Hays, of Texas celebrity, now Sur- 
veyor General of California, will probably be trans- 
ferred to Utah in a similar capacity. 

Brigham Young has never recognised the United 
States surveys, but claims possession of all the soil 
in Utah. Not one cf the inhabitants holds lands de- 
rived by Government title, and, hence, even Salt 
I.ake city itself is open to pre-emption. This is one 
of the perplexities with which the federal courts in 
the Territories will have to deal, together with estab- 
lishing or conferring titles to lands which may be 
derived in pursuance of the United States laws. 

It is expected that troops and civil officers will 
leave for Ltah by the middle of Julv or the first of 
August. 

Colonel Richardson having declined the Governor- 
ship of Nebraska, Governor Issand (?) will return to 
h e Territory and resume his duties. 

J. H. O'Neill has been removed from the Distric 
Attorneyship of the Southern District of Ohio, and 
it is probable that Stanley Matthews will be ap- 
pointed in his place. 

A. Prencher, of North Carolina, has returned 
home with the assurance of his api>ointinent to the 
Governorship of New Mexico, vice Merriwether. 
who has tendered his resignation, to take effect in 
October. 

Pittsburg, June 23. 
The adjournd Tax Convention met to-dav. The 
county was very generally represented. Trie Com- 
mittee of Investigation reported the following reso- 
lutions: 

1st. That while we declare our conviction that the 
county of Allegheny, and the cities of Pittsburg and 
Allegheny, are able and willing to pay every dollar 
of their honest and legal indebtedness, it is the duty 
of the people to avail themselves of the legal inves- 
tigation, challenged by the County Commissioners 
and Railroad Directors", and to thoroughly investigate 
the conduct of these officials in the issues of railroad 
bonds and warrants for the payment of railroad in- 
terest and recent newspaper publications, and as to 
the legality of the taxes now proposed to be assessed 
for these purposes. 

The second resolution recommends measures being 
taken respecting the transfer of stock held by the 
company in all the railroad companies to which* they 
subscribed, to all the holders of bonds Issued for the 
payment of such stock, or to the trustees for the ben- 
efit of said holders, and until the same shall have 
been effected, the right to control and vote upon the 
same. That the same be taken from the co 
sioners and vested in the judges of the several 
of the count v. 

The third resolution recommends an entire 
divorce Itetween the county commissioners and rail- 
road companies, and that no commissioner, or others 
in his employ, be made a director or hold office under 
a railroad company. 

The 4th resolution recommends that the Legisla- 
ture pass an act prohibiting the Commissioners from 
drawing on the Treasury, or accepting or paying 
warrants, except for legitimate purposes, or for 
funds actually in the Treasury, and providing that 
the Commissioners give security for the performance 
of their duties. 

The iith resolution recommends a reform in the 
offices of the County Commissioners and Treasurer, 
declares the right of the people to look into their 
ow n affairs, and that they will support none who 
hold opinions contrary to the security of their 
property. 

The "<>th recommends a standing committee of 
citizens to direct and supervise such measures as 
may be necessary, to address the people, and devise 
means to carry the views of the convention into ef- 
fect. 

7th. In case it should be held that taxes are levi- 
able for railroad purposes, that it In- required by law 
that the same l>e separately and specifically assessed 
aud a separate account thereof be kept in the 
Treasury. 

8th. if it l>e found that moneys have heretofore 
been [mid without authority of law upon time war- 
rants drawn by the Commissioners or Treasurer, 
that proper measures be taken to hold the parties 
concerned to strict accountability. 

9th. If the bonds given by the coimty have lieen 
disposed of at any time at a loss to the people with- 
out their consent," and in violatisn of the terms Is- 
sued, measures be taken for repairing the loss by 
suit against the parties offending. 

After the reading of the minority report, to the 
effect that Messrs. McClintock, Bailey, and Bing- 
ham, of the committee, were prevented from giving 
their views to the Convention for want of time, and 
expressing themselves favorable to the maintenance 
of the public faith inviolate, the at»ove resolutiohs 
of the majority of the committee were adopted — 6o 
against 9. 

Considerable discussion and excitement occurred 
in the interim, during which a resolution protesting 
against paying any such tax, and a substitue pro- 
testing against repudiation, asserting that the bonds 
were issued in honor and good faith, and that they 
would meet promptly all the responsibilities incurred 
by the legal acts of the Commissioners, were laid on 
the table. 

The Convention was not altogether harmonious 
During the proceedings some members withdrew. 

Many delegates from the country, if not in favor 
of repudiation, were opposed to paying interest on 
any bond of illegal issue, while the city delegates, 
with few exceptions, were in favor of paying the 
bonis.

HabeU vs Pendleton, Todd; 
Smith vs Myers, Todd;

The Court announced that thev would on ibe 4th ef , 
take a recess until the 21st of September No 
cases for trial on the 4th will be called. 
Todd vs. Luckett, &c, from Frankliu Circuit. 

This was an action brought by Samuel Todd, the appel- 
lant, acainst lien Luckett and Dabney Todd, to recover 
money which he alleged he had paid for them as surety. 

A judgment by default was rendered agaii-st the defend- 
ant I MMW Todd, and Luckett filed an answer, iu which 
he denied that the plain till was his surety, or that the debt 
which he had paid was his debt, or that he was liable fur it. 
On the trial of the issue thus made up betweeu the parties 
the pluintitf offered the defendant Dabney Todd as a wit- 
ness, who was rejected by the court as incompetent. His 
aduiU-it)ility as a witness presented the ouly question for 
the consideration uf the court. Judge Simpson delivered 
the opiiuon of the court. 

Held— That the fact that the witness was a party to the 
record did not render h'm incompetent. Under tie t>>«>. 
(S.-C. 67ii). a witness is only incompetent when be is inter- 
ested in the issue. 

As a general rule a witness must have a direct and certain 
interest in the event oi the suit to render him incompetent; 
if he U neither to gain nor lose by the event, and the ver- 
dict cannot be used as evidence in his favor, he is compe- 
tent. A contingent, doubtful interest goesouly to his cred- 
ibility-! Miller vs. Field, 3 Mar. H«; Higgins vs. Morrison'J 
Ex'or. 4 Dana liirt; offutt vs. Twyman,i> Dana 43; Clarka 
vs. Kobiuson, 5 B. Mon. 57). 

Could the witness la this ease gain or lose, let the trial of 
the i-sue have resulted either way? He was liable for th-» 
whole debt, and if a verdict and jud.-nieiit against the d-- 
feudant would, as between him and the witness, render 
him responsible for one half of the debt, the witness had a 
ecrtaiu and direct interest on the side of the plaintiff. But 
if it would uot have this effect, if the witness would, not- 
withstanding the verdict and judgment against the defend- 
ant, remain liable to the Utter for whatever he might be 
compelled to pay iu this action, then he could not derive 
any benefit from the recovery by the plaintiff of a judg- 
ment against the defendant. 

The verdict and judgment in this case would not be evi- 
dence in favor of tile witness in an action by the defendant 
to recover against hiui the amount he had been ( 
to pay. Ills liability would not be i 
ings in this case, bat would be 
of thein by extrinsic testimony. 

Wliat then is the ground M the incompetency of the wit- 
t discharged from liability to the plaintiff 




defendant. Notwithstanding 



by a judgment against 

such a judgment, he is still liable to the plaintiff for thJ 
whole debt. If there be a judgment against the defendant 
and he has the debt to pay, the witness is still liable to him 
for the whole amount and also the costs of the trial. which, 
to that extent, increases his liability. He has no interest 
then on the side of the plaintiff, unless it can be regarded 
as an advautage to him to subject tie defendant to the pay - 
meut of the debt In the first instance. But even this bene- 
fit, if it be one may not result from a iudgtn -nt against the 
defeudant. The judgmeut against the witness may be en- 
forced, whilst the judgment against the defandaut in the 
issue might remain uncollected. 

The interest which the witness has is not such a certain 
interest as renders him incompetent, but his attitude and 
the possible advantage he might derive ' 
against the defendant should, acc 
doctrine. alone to his credibility. 

Upon this question and those analagous to it the i 
ties are contradictory. In Lockhart vs. Graham. Strange 
Kep.. 3d. and of York vs. Blott, 5 Maule A Seiwin. 71, it u 
held that, in an action on a bond or note against one of 
several obligors, another of the obligors was competent for 
the plaintiff to prove the execution of the writing. And in 
the cases of Blackett vs. Wier, 6 Barn & Cress. P», and of 
Hall vs. Curzou, St Barn A Cress, Mt>, it was decided that a 
witness who admitted he was liable as a partner and who 
was called by the plaintiff to prove that the defendant also 
bad a share in the concern, was competent to prove that 
tart. 

On the other hand, the cases of Brown vs. Brown, 4 
Taunt.. 752, Mant vs. Maiuwaring, * Taunt, 139, Ripley vs. 
Thompson, 12 Moore. M, and Col. Man. Co. vs. Dutch. H 
Pick., 125, decide that in an action on a joint contract one 
of the partners is not admissible against the other to prove 
that he is jointly liable for the debt. 

In the ca<e of Uenedict vs. Heron. IS Wendell, 491, the 
possible benefit that might result to the witness from a 
judgment against the detendant is regarded as not amount- 
ing to that legal certainty which is required by the law to 
create a disqualification. This opinion beet comports with 
the disposition now almost universally manifested, as well 
in legislation as in judicial decisions, to diminish the num- 
ber of objections to the competency of witnesses aud let 
such as an' founded on a remote and contingent interest or 
beuefit affect their credibility alone. 
Judgment reversed.

The Exekcisks at Wkst Point. — The exercises 
at West Point, prior to the final examination, were 
very iuteresting. On Wednesday of last week the 
cavalry exercises took place. A letter thus des- 
cribes them: 

In the afternoon, at half-past four, about half of 
the graduating class were drilled in the riding-hall, 
in the presence of a large number of spectators. The 
hall is new and quite commodious, l«ing about two 
hundred feet long bv fifty wide, and is far superior 
to anv riding accommodations which the academy 
had previous to last year. There are two galleries 
erected for the accommodation of the audiences, and 
thev ure hardly as commodious as they might be, 
though thev are a great convenience. 

About half-past four the section to be drilled ap- 
peared, equipped for the exercise, and mounted on 
a very fine stud of horses provided by the institu- 
tion. " Thev first trotted round the cour?e in double 
line, and then at a fast gallop rushed round the 
course like a whirlwind, until even the solid stone 
building seemed to shake to its foundation. The 
wheeling, halt, forming in line, and other move- 
ments were performed with great accuracy, and elic- 
ited much admiration. 

The next operation was a drill in firing and the 
sabre exercise, to the unitiated a most novel and in- 
teresting proceeding. About six feet from the wall, 
in the centre of the Imilding at either side, were 
placed standards, tearing a resemblance to a gal- 
lows, the arms of which extended over the space 
between the standard and the wall. On this arm 
was n wended a ring, about two or three feet above 
the head ■ f the rider passing under it. In a line 
with tii i- "(replaced other standards, with heads 
made ui doth, supposed to represent the heads of 
soldiers' waiting to have them cut off. Further on 
were smaller standards, witli cloth caps, supposed 
likewise to represent soldiers kneeling on the ground, 
while cloth caps on the ground were supposed to 1* 
soldiers King down, trving to get out of the reach 
of the sabre. The exercise cons-Uted in riding furi- 
ously round the course in sections of four at a time. 
After riding around once, each of the dragoons would 
level a loaded pistol and lire at one of the standing 
soldiers as be rode furiously by him; then, returning 
the pistol to the holster, the sabre was drawn with 
the rapiditv of lightning, and a stroke made for tbe 
next man, recovering in time to poise the satire, and 
as thev dashed bv to carry off the ring on the point. 
All this is done with the consumption of less time 
than it takes to relate it, and is really a very exci- 
ting spectacle. The sabres went through the riugs 
with a precision that would have been slightly disa- 
greeable had they lieen aimed at a man s eye; and 
the stuffed heads of the imaginary soldiers received 
thumpings which could only have lieen endured by 
themselves. Human nature could not stand such 
usage, as the Irish said, without falling. 

After a rather lengthy continuance of this exer- 
cise the order was given to "dismount," and in less 
time than it hikes to write the word the whole troop 
was on terra tirma. At the word "unsaddle," the 
nimble fingers worked skillfully for a minute, and 
soon the troop stood by their horses, having a simple 
blanket in place of saddle. At the word "mount," 
as many heads as there were dragoons might have 
i bobbing in the air, and finally settle quiet- 



hr on the top of firm bodies, seated on the blankets 
The previous sabre exercise was then repeated, and 
the class proved as proficient without saddle or stir- 
rup as with them, and the scarecrow men received 
another terrible pummelling. 

The grace and ease with which the class rode, the 
precision of the marksmanship, and the jierfect cool- 
ness displayed throughout the whole of the exhibi- 
tion ware pronounced exceedingly creditable, and 
an adequate result to the vigorous exertion and wo- 
ful soiling of white pants necessary to the opera- 



LcDic nors Effects of the Appearance of a 
Comet H 1712. — As everybody is on the qui vice in 
regard to the comet, and as all sorts of ideas are 
"around" in regard to it, we give the following 
amusing sketch gleaned from an old paper: 

In the year 1712 Mr. Whiston. having calculated 
the return of a comet which was to make its appear- 
ance on W ednesday, the 11th of October, ut five 
minutes after five in the morning, gave notice to the 
pulilic accordingly, with a terrifying addition that a 
total dissolution of the world by fire was to take 
place on the Friday following, the reputation Mr. 
Whiston had long 'maintained in England, both as a 
divine and a philosopher, left little or no doubt with 
the populace of the truth of his prediction. 

Several ludicrous events took place. A number 
of persons in and about London seized all the liarges 
and boats they could lay their hands on in the 
Thames, very rationally concluding that when the 
conflagration took place there would be the most 
safetv on the water. A gentleman who had neglect- 
ed familv prayer for better than live years informed 
his wife that it was his determination to resume that 
laudable practice the same evening; but his wife, 
having engaged a !.ail at her house, persuaded her 
husband to put it off till she saw whether the comet 
appeared or not. The South Sea stock immediately 
fell 5 per cent., and the India to 11; and the captain 
of a Dutch ship threw all his powder into the river 
that the ship mi^ht not 1* endangered. 

The next morning, however, the comet appeared 
according to the predictions, and before noon the be- 
lief was universal that the Day of Judgment was 
at hand. About this time three hundred and twen- 
ty-three clergymen were ferried over to Lambeth, it 
was said, to petition that a short prayer might be 
penned and ordered, there being none in the Church 
service on that occasion. Three maids of honor 
burnt their collection of novels and plays, and sent 
to the bookseller's to buy each of them a Bible and 
Bishop Taylor's "Holy Living and Dying." The 
run upon the bank was so prodigious that all hands 
were employed from morning till night in discount- 
ing notes and banding out specie. On Thursday 
considerably more than 7,000 kept mistresses were 
legallv married in the face of several congregations. 
And, to crown the whole farce, Sir Gilbert Heath- 
cote, Head Director of the Banks, issued orders to 
all the fire othcers in London requiring them "to 
keep a good look out and have a particular eye on 
the Bank of England."

The Comkt Did Strike.— After all the ridicule 
which has t>een heaped on the prediction that a com- 
et was to collide with the earth on the 13th of June, 
after all the small witticisms which have been ex- 
pended on the believers in the possibility of such an 
occurrence, it is now evident that some remarkable 
and unusual disturbing cause was in operation, over 
the whole country, at the very time predicted for 
the collision. The question, "will the comet 
strike?" is now changed into another form— has the 
comet struck. Let us look at this fairly for a min- 
ute. . ,. 

During the discussion consequent on the predic- 
tion of Dr. Cummings, the astronomers favored us 
with inanv concurrent opinions going to show two 
things, first, there would l«s no collision; but, 
second, if there were, it would do no great harm. 
We were told that a comet was a gaseous body, 
that in event of a collision no perceptible shock 
would take place, and only some more or less vio- 
lent atmospheric disturbance would result. In this 
statement all scientific men agreed, and we think 
the events of the 13th of June, 1857, will go far to 
confirm the accuracy of their deductions, and to ex- 
cite still more the wonder of the uneducated mind 
at the profundity and extent of astronomical re- 
searcL. But we must qualify this remark with ano- 
ther. It is, perhaps, not to be regretted that men of 
science were so unanimous against a prediction 
which has lieen prettv certainly fulfilled. 

Why was this so? There seems to have been a 
knowledge universally diffused, that a comet was 
to approach unusuallv near the earth at this time. 
A verv few were bold enough to say that an actual 
contact would take place, but. mark this, had the 
leading astronomers assented to this, and given to 
the prediction the weight of their names, they would 
have intlicted an evil much greater than the collision 
itself. Imagine for a moment the result. No mat- 
ter how strongly they might have asserted the harm- 
less nature of "comets, one brooding horror would 
have dwelt upon the soul of man from the hour of 
prediction to that of fulfillment. As in the perils of 
storm at sea, when the sinking ship is settling to her 
doom, some go wild with hideous mirth, some curse 
their Maker and die with blasphemies upon their 
lips, while with some rea&on is dethroned and sui- 
cide cuts short the agony, so would a large part of 
the community have felt and acted in expectation of 
the comet. We have reason to be thankful for that 
providential ignorance which saved us such a mise- 
rv. This is alone a sufficient reason why philoso- 
phers, calm and secure in their own superior intelli- 
gence, should have denied the prediction. Auiiin. 
there was another feeling, a pride of caste. Dr. 
Cummings was obscure, and they would not accept 
his calculations. At any rate, from whatever mo- 
tive, they denied their truth, and it is fortunate for 
mankind that they did so. 

So much for precedent circumstances demaudiug 
a consideration. Now, assuming that Dr. Cum- 
mings was right, what was to have been anticipated 
on the afternoon of the 13th of June, at the hour 
appointed, bearing in mind that the opinions enter- 
tained by astronomers, as to the comparatively 
harmless "nature of comets, were undoubtedly cor- 
rect? 

Simply, certain atmospherical disturbances, suffi- 
ciently wide spread, and so disconnected from com- 
mon causes, as to be evidently due to some general 
and unusual agency. The "tornado in this State 
was, In itself, no evidence; ior tornadoes have fre- 
quently occurred before. But the occurrence of a 
series of tornadoes, at the same hour, in regions 
separated bv thousands of miles, accompanied by 
unusual electrical phenomena, and preceded by oth- 
er extraordinary circumstances, was all that we had 
anv reason to expect from the comet. 

Now what are the evidences of such disturbances, 
and what are their attending circumstances? 

The season had been unusual. From the 1st of 
April to the 15th of June, nearly twelve surface in- 
ches of rain had fallen, more than double the usual 
quantity. As the day of collision approached, the 
character of rain storms became unusual. In Phila- 
delphia, on Thursdav preceding, small black clouds 
passed over which discharged hogsheads of water in 
solid bulk at intervals. In Willings alley about two 
hogsheads fell in all, and covered a space of only 
some thirty feet, while all elsewhere was dry. 

About the same time, remarkable rains occurred 
in Chautauque and Steulien counties, causing heavy 
Hoods. During all this time the weather was 
cool, the great heaths out of which tornadoes are 
always generated had not existed. The air of Sat- 
urday morning was still aud cool; until, all at once, 
at about 3 P. M., the very hour designated for the 
contact of the comet, there occurred in far separated 
regions a series of fearful storms, each independent 
of the other, with a total disconnection, so far as any 
ordinary causation is concerned, but with such a re- 
markable coincidence as to time and character, that 
seme single and unusual source can only account for 
them. 

Tbe storm in Oswego, Oneida, and Schenectadv 
counties is evidently one, but so different was it 
from the ordinary "tornado, that many who have 
studied it refuse to class it with any known phenom- 
enon. 

That in Massachusetts was less remarkable, but 
it seems to have been isolated from the New York 
storm. 

In Connecticut, another eddy ot the great whir] 
produced by the contact of the atmosphere of the 
e:irth with that of the comet manifested itself at 
Wethersrteld. "Hail stones fell very thick, and of a 
peculiar shape, being more like ice broken up in 
pieces of from half an inch to an inch square. 
Among the bail-stones were noticed also icicles tliat 
fell from the clouds, ranging from two and a half 
to three inches long, and about half an inch thick." 

In Kentucky, the city of Louisville was "visited 
by a storm that in terrible intensity and violence 
exceeded all the rest. The skv was overcast about 
dusk with portentous black clouds, followed by a 
wind storm that for a few moments seemed irresisti- 
ble. Suddenly the wind ceased and the rain poured 
down in torrents, accompanied by the most vivid 
lightning and terrific thunder." 

In Illinois, at Aurora, the storm was also terribly 
severe. At Pana, on the Illinois Central Railroad, 
it was far worse than even in Oneida county, of this 
State. A correspondent of the Chicago Tribune 
savs "it has leveled twenty-five houses in our vil- 
lage, and done serious damage to fifty others. Many 
of the houses left standing are rendered worthlos, 
being riven and shattered. Some of the houses 
have been takeu up so clean, and precipitated from 
their foundations, that you could hardly tell when 
they had stood. Roofs were carried through the air 
as if thev were straws." 

We need not add other incidents of these storms. 
Shall we call all this mere accident, or was some one 
great cause at work that day, of which these storms 
were but what we have called them, the mere eddies 
of the great whirl produced bv the contact of two 
immense gaseous currents of frightful velocity? 

It was not to be expected that so great a cause 
should die in iu first effect. On Sunday afternoon 
the captain and crew of a vessel on Lake Ontario 
distinctly saw something in the northeast part of 
the heavens, which he describes as a mass of nebu- 
lous and translucent matter, apjwrently moving 
along with considerable rapidity. Some of the hands 
on the boat also saw the same phenomenon. 

Ou tbe same day many heavy thunder storms oc- 
curred elsewhere, but the argument is now sufficient- 
ly full. 

It is predicted that on a certain hour of a certain 
dav an event will take place, to be manifested by 
remarkable atmospheric changes. On the very hour 
of the very day such phenomena do occur, in many 
localities, thousands of miles apart. 

We have taken the affirmative of this question. 
We have piled up coincidences of prediction and ful- 
fillment, such as will, we think, trouble anyone who 
chooses to take tbe negative. Who will prove that 
the comet did not strike? 



Mr. Everett's Address at the Inauguration 
of the Warren Statue on Bunker Hill. — Like 
everything that proceeds from the pen or lips of Mr. | 
Everett, this address is completly up to the require- 
ments of the occasion. It is tasteful, eloquent, and 
beautiful in a characteristic degree. We subjoin 
the more general portions of it, including the bold 
and thrilling peroration: 

Nor is it the least of the satisfaction with which 
we pay these honors to the memory of Warren and 
celebrate the anniversary of his sacrifice, that we do 
it with no feelings of unkindncss toward the land of 
our Fathers. Time has long since poured its heal- 
ing balm into the wounds of the Revolution, and the 
ancient ties of common language and kindred blood 
have resumed their force. Reason and humanity 
alike forbid that the fierce collisions which unavoid- 
ably attend the disruption and re-organization of 
Stares should open perennial fountains of national 
bitterness. When the excitements of the struggle 
are past, the great movements of public policy should 
be as calm and passionless as the march of the plan- 
ets through the sky. 

While we pay due honors to the illustrious men 
who led the armies of the Bevolution, we rejoice to 
l>elieve and to know that the great separation which 
thev effected has been productive of equal laments 
to both countries, and that the enlightened English 
statesmen of the present day, like the Burkes and 
Chathams of the Revolutionary period, acknowledge 
the soundness of the principles for which our fath- 
ers flew to arms, and are everywhere extending 
their application throughout the colonial empire of 
Great Britain. Henceforth let our only contest with 
the fatherland be a generous emulation in the arts 
of peace. While I speak, the public vessels of the 
two countries are bound on a joint errand to the mid 
ocean, not to stain its waters with fraternal blood, 
but to knit the two continents together by those mys- 
terious l>onds by which modern science and art, out- 
stripping the laggard hours, annihilating the width 
of oceans, and flashing like thought through their ray- 
less depths, is bringing the whole civilized world 
into the magic circle of instantaneous communica- 
tion. 

But, after all, the o' elisks we erect and the statues 
we set up are but expressive symbols. The proud- 
est monuments to the memory of our fathers are not 
those which are carved by the skillful artist from 
blocks of marble, or reared by the architect in ma- 
jestic piles of granite. These, indeed, have their 
value and their interest. They mark for the latest 
posterity the scene of some momentous conflict; they 
redeem from the power of time and decay the fea- 
tures of some noble countenance and the proportions 
of some manly form, causing the poor dust to start 
into life again from the molten bronze or the quar- 
ried marble. But these are not the rewards for 
which Warren and his associates braved death; not 
the monuments which will best perpetuate their 
fame. The principle.- of free government for which 
they laid down their lives; the national indepen- 
dence which by united counsels and painful sacri- 
fices they achieved on hard-foug'rt fields; this great 
family of States, which, with' prophetic foresight, 
thev bound together in a fraternal confederacy; this 
admirable adjustment of local and federal govern- 
ment — the most exquisite contrivance of political 
wisdom which the world has seen — tliese shall be 
their enduring monument. Nor less eloquent in 
their praise shall be the material prosperity which 
h*s resulted from their wise and patriotic measures. 

The world-surrounding ocean, whitened with the 
sails of American commerce, which before the Rev- 
olution was hemmed in bv the narrow limits of col- 
onial restriction; the hundreds of cities that line the 
coast and crown the lianks of nolde rivers, and 
which have started from the soil since the establish- 
ment of independence; the vast wilderness, whose 
primeval forests are yearly lowing to the settler's 
axe, affording a home to the redundance of our own 
population and the hungry millions of Europe; 
those boundless prairies, over which the living wave 
of population is pouring like a rushing tide, bring- 
ing with it to the utmost verge of settlement the last 
results of civilization; railroads following the line 
of the recent Indian trail; electric telegraphs to con- 
vey intelligence where the mailcoach was thing of 
vesterday; great steamers on rivers and lakes trav- 
ersed within a generation by the bark canoe— these 
proclaim, in language more expressive than inscrip- 
tions on the monumental granite, in forms more sig- 
nificant than the sculptured marble, the worth and 
the memory of the great and good men who sowed 
in weakness the harvest which we raise in power, 
who, in the doubfal elements of national greatness 
which opened upon them a visionary future, beheld 
the germs of this palmy growth, of this imperial 
abundance, as the sculptor beholds in advance the 
muscular limbs.the glowing features,the triumphant 
expression of his marble [hero, in the heart of the 

S Finally, my friends, let the recollections of a com- 
mon danger and a common glory, which the day 
and the spot awaken, bring with them the strength- 
ened love of a common country. The patriotism of 
our fathers, and especially of" the illustrious man 
whom we commemorate, was of the most compre- 
hensive cast. 

* * * * * *** 

The melancholy tidings of the death of Warren 
were received with poignant grief throughout the 
coantry, and it may l»e doubted whether the most 
brilliant success on Bunker Hill could have done as 
much to bind the colonies together a> the noble, 
though in its immediate results unavailing, resist- 
ance; the profuse, though at the time unprofitable, 
outpouring" of human blood. A great revolution 
must be inaugurated with a great sacrifice, and all 
the loftier passions are ennobled bv the purification 
of sorrow; nor is it certain that Warren, had he as- 
sumed the command and driven tbe enemy back to 
his boats, would have done as much to kindle a chas- 
tened and resolute enthusiasm throughout the coun- 
try, and unite the coloaies in the impending strug- 
gle, as when he shouldered his musket and fell in 
the ranks. 

And, oh! my friends, let the lesson of fraternal 
affection which he taught us in his death be repeated 
iu the persuasive silence of those stony lips. In his 
own heart-stirring language, let "the voice of our 
fathers' blood cry to us from the ground;" and upon 
this sacred day, and on thi» immortal hill, let it pro- 
claim a truce to sectional alienation aud Hirtv strife, 
as the medieval church proclaimed the "Truce of 
God." Wherever else the elements of discord may 
rage, let the billows sink down and the storm be 
hushed, like yonder placid waves, at the foot of 
Bunker Hill. * Here let the kindly feelings that an- 
imated our fathers revive in the bosoms of their 
sons, assured that — should "malice, domestic or for- 
eign lew" invade us — if living champions should 
fail, that monumental cheek would bum with the 
glow of patriotism, that marble sword would leap 
from its scabbard, and the heaving sods of Bunker 
Hill give up their sheeted regiments to the defence 
of tlie Union!

CITY ORDINANCES, &C 

AN ORDINANCE 
Regulating the transportation of wagons, drays, and 

other vehicles l>y the ferryboats passing from Lou- 
isville to Jeffersonville, Indiana. 

Be U ordained by the General Council of the City of 
LouisvtUe as follows: 7 * 9 

Section L That authority is hereby given to the 
collector or other person in charge of the ferryljoats 
passing from Louisville to Jeffersonville to regulate 
and control the wagons, drays, and other vehicles as 
to the time and rnunner of going on and off the said 
boats and the place and position they shall occupy 
whilst on said L>oats. 

Sec. 2. It shall not be lawful for wagons, drays, 
or other vehicles to so crowd together on the wharf 
of said city, near said ferry-landing, as to obstruct 
the passage to and from the landiug of said boats, 
and an}- person who shall so obstruct the said pas- 
sage, or shall refuse to take the position ou said boats 
assigned by the said collector or other person in 
charge, or shall refuse to be controlled by him, as to 
the time and manner of going on and off said boats, 
shall be liable to a fine of not less than five dollars 
nor more than ten dollars and costs of prosecution.

Hailstorms. — A terrible hailstorm visited Wash- 
ington on Sunday afternoon. Some of the stones 
weighed from five to six ounces. There was an im- 
mense destruction of skylights, windows of churches, 
public and private buildings, and government con- 
servatories. Several private galleries of art were 
seriously damaged, trees were half stripped of their 
foliage, and grain, vegetables, and shrubbery were 
beaten to the earth. There are some cases of horses 
and cows which were severely cut. The storm ex. 
tended twelve miles in breadth, and its course was 
from the southwest to the northeast. 

A similar storm visited the vicinity of De Kalb, 
Mo., on Saturday afternoon. A letter says: 

The hail-stones were aliout the size of goose-eggs. 
They struck a negro boy belonging to Mr. Rattler 
Boone, and killed him instantly; they l>eat down and 
seriously crippled two negro men who were working 
in a field; and a while man, whose mime I heard hut 
have forgotten, in saving his child by covering it 
with his body, had his shoulder dislocated by their 
pelting. The stock in the fields suffered most terri- 
bly, while many of the young calves, lambs, aud 
pigs were slain. The hemp, corn, and wheat were 
battered to the ground, and general damage was 
done to everything in the range of the fearful tem- 
pest. Fortunately, its track was short and narrow, 
embracing only some three miles in length aud half 
a mile in width. 



ijir The Washington correspondent of the New 
York Times gives the following reasons for Major 
McCulloch's declining the Governorship of Utah: 

Major Ben McCulloch, who has been here for sev- 
eral days, was again strenuously urged by the Pres- 
i'lent to undertake the Governorship. The Major, 
among other reasons for declining, suggested that 
he would inevitably suffer in public estimation if ha 
should undertake to fulfill the duties of that posi- 
tion, for the reason that the people would expect 
him to string up Brigham Young at once, and thrash 
his adherents soundly, gentle pastimes for indulgence 
in which he was well satisfied the Mormons would 
give him no pretext when they found him hacked by- 
troops. If a peaceful policy was to be pursued — as 
he believed it must be * necessarily — the Major 
thought it better that some man of whom the pub- 
lic have ■ less ferocious idea, and consequently less 
ferocious expectations, should be the instrument of 
its initiation and development at Salt Lake. The 
President was unwilling to let him off on this plea, 
and then the Major fired his reserve, informing the 
batchelor Executive that he couldn't go because he 
was intending to get married soon — a duty, the dis- 
charge of which he had neglected for forty years or 
more, until his day of grace had nearly expired. 
This argument brought Mr. Buchanan down. He 
at once acknowledged its invincibility, and bowed 
his acquiescence. 

The Fkeshkt — Lives Lost. — We learn that on 
Wednesday afterneou and evening last the Six-Mile 
creek, at Ithaca, was so swelled by the incessant 
rains that Halsey's mill and dams were carried away, 
that the water rose on the main street three feet in 
half an hour, and eleven or twelve persons were 
drowned. The railroad track has l>een torn up for 
about one hundred rods, and it will take a week to 
repair the track and bridges. The tannery belong- 
ing to Mr. Stoddard was also destroyed. A man 
climbed upon the top of a tree, which was torn 
down by the water, and he was hit by a log and car- 
ried down the stream some distance.

Col. L. it is supposed 
cannot live long. 

2 o'clock P. M. — We have visited the house of Col. 
Landers, and gather the following additional partic- 
ulars: 

One of the family went to the well on the premi- 
ses early this morning to get a bucket of water, and 
on looking into it noticed a large quantity of some 
white substance floating on the surface of "the water. 
Not suspecting anything wrong, however, he drew 
up a bucket of water, and it was used for the pur- 
pose of making coffee. Mrs. Landers took a drink 
of the water some time before breakfast, and on fit- 
ting down at the table l>oth herself and the kaht 
were suddenly taken sick at the stomach, and she 
was compelled to leave the table. Col. L^ and the 
rest of the family went on and finished eating — he 
drinking two cups of coffee, and after they were 
through he took a hearty drink of the water that had 
been brought from the well. 

About half tin hour afterwards Col. L. was taken 
with violent retching and cramping, nnd the rest of 
the family were also seized with the same symptoms, 
although in a milder form. Physicians were imme- 
diately sent for, and prompt measures takeu to re- 
lieve the sufferers. All the family, with the excep- 
tion of Col. L. and the bal>e, are rapidly recovering; 
the situation of the Colonel is at this time extremely 
critical, and it is exceedingly doubtful whether he 
can recover, and the tu»l>e is also very sick. 

tVe have examined the well carefully. The wa- 
ter seems perfectly impregnated <vith a white sub- 
stance, which is pronounced by the physicians and 
every one who has seen it to lie arsenic* It is float- 
ing all over the surface, and on agitating the water 
particles can be seen intermingled through it. The 
family inform us that this morning large particles of 
the arsenic were found sticking against the wall of 
the well, as though it had lieen first wet and then 
thrown against it. It is clear, beyond all d»aht, 
that the water was poisoned, and heavily poisoned.

Cotti Rica's Cliinu to the Transit not to be A dmltte<l — 
/V <■<••/ ">' M r Huchi'H tn's A<l ministration relattre to 
Central' Amn-ican Affairs Established. 

■Washington, Thun day, June 18. 1857. 

Tin? PreMile.nl lias taken a decided stand in regard 
U> the interference of Costa Kica with the Nicara- 
guan Transit, and has declared that her claims to 
the Transit, whether founded upon conquest or a dis- 
pute'! ixmndary, shall not be admitted. This is a 
bold determination and implies an entirely new pol- 
icy on the part of the government — to-wit: the as- 
sumption of ■ direct control over the Central Ame- 
rican States and their affairs. 

It is a declaration of the very policy which, it had 
been supposed, Mr. Buchanan would have most es- 
pecially avoided. 

The Cramnton-Webster treaty negotiated under 
Mr. Fillmore a administration, and the principle of 
which was approved by Mr. Webster's successor, 
Mr. Everett, proposed to settle the boundary dispute 
between Costa Rica and Nicaragua on terms favor- 
able to the former State, and Nicaragua rejected 
them for that reason. The protests of the Nicara- 
guan Minister against the acknowledgment of the 
claims of Cot.ta Rica were always very earnest. 
That treaty project was generally censured by the 
Democratic opposition, and upon the ground that it 
interfered with the local affairs and disputes of the 
Central American States. 

The President takes the ground of Mr. Marcoleta 
against Costa Rica, bat he differs from the portion 
of the Democratic party upon the question of inter- 
rention. He decides in favor of taking a part in the 
contest between the two States, but decides to take 
part with Nicaragua, and against Costa Rica in this 
instance. Other cases may arise, in which the Pres- 
ident, for the time being, if this principle be admit- 
ted and established, may decide upon other questions 
between these two parties. 

The same question, when presented to another 
President, may be differently decided. 

BIr. Buchanan's decision in this case involves an- 
other point of importance. The late Administration 
looked! quietly on, when the Nicaraguan transit was 
interrupted in various ways, and refused to take any 
steps to restore it. Mr. Buchanan, on the contrary, 
declares that Costa Rica shall not block it up, and, 
of course, this involves a decision that it shall not 
be again suspended by another power, or by any 
other war. 

Still, again, another important point is estab- 
lished by Mr. Buchanan's declaration, to-wit: a gen- 
eral surveillance over the transit, independently of 
the Clayton- Buhver treaty, and of any interest of 
any other power in the Isthmus. Thus, if England 
should happen to take a different view, at any time, 
of this or any other matter of controversy relative 
to the transit Iwtween Costa Rica and Nicaragua, 
and should take part with Costa Rica in the ques- 
tion, there will arise, necessarily, a quarrel between 
Great Britain and the United States. 

The declaration which I have alluded to is vastly 
more important, because more direct and practical, 
than anything that can be found in Mr. lluchanan's 
Inaugural. It is tantamount to a declaration of an 
exclusive protectorate, or rather dictatorship, over 
the Central American States. 

One effect of the decision is to involve the United 
States in the war of Gen. Walker, who claims to lie 
the legal and legitimate Executive of Nicaragua. 
It promises him the potent aid of the United States 
as against Costa Rica. X. Y. Z. 



City Officials in Jail. — Chief Justice Carter, 
of Evansville, Indiana, and two constables of that 
city, are now in jail there, having been senteuced to 
thirty days confinement for a petty offense. 

The Evansville Journal, in recounting the munici- 
pal history of that city for the last three years, 
says: 

One of our ex-constables is in the penitentiary, 
and two others left between two days, and have not 
vet returned. An ex-justice, elected a year ago, 
swindled his neit;hlK>rs and left for parts unknown, 
and rinallv, in these latter times, we titid a justice 
and a constable locked up for safe keeping. 

Toads —Never destrov the toad. We are assured 
that "nothing is made in vain," and a very slight 
knowledge of natural history w ill show us that even 
the toad— the most universally deprecated of all rep- 
tiles, perhaps, with the exception of the viper — may 
I* of some use. In the first place we discover that 
toads feed on all kinds of grubs and worms; conse- 
quently they serve to protect the vegetable kingdom 
from the ravages of its most insidious and destructive 
foes. The pestiferous canker worm is a favorite food 
with him, and he devours, indiscriminately, all kinds 
of garden grubs, and in large numbers, for his dilat- 
ing powers and capacity of deglution almost rival 
those of the anaconda. " Craving only the protection 
of a turf or chip, he labors incessantly for man's 
benefit, and demands for his invaluable services no 
guerdon as a reward. 

The antipathy cherished by some towards the toad 
is the consequence of perverted views, and should l>e 
corrected. In itself it is a source of misery to those 
by whom it is indulged, and the cause of cruelty to 
the innocent and unoffending. Hence it is a dis- 
grace to our nature, which, illuminated by the divine 
scintilations of science, should see beyond the blind- 
ing nmts of prejudice, and recognize the wisdom 
and goodness of Providence even m its most abject 
creations. Cowper, the poet of nature, discourses 
admirably upon this subject.— Vow. Ploughman. 



Elegant Jewelr>. 



F.\ km Buildings. — Writers on this subject give 
plans and forms tliat are not of much use to farmers 
of limited fortune, as most of our farmers are. Plans 
and drawings on paper are quite apt to mislead the 
inquirer after the best form of building. Draftsmen 
will give a tine sketch on paper, but it is all moon- 
shine with him who would h*ve convenience joined 
to outward appearance. 

In a dwelling house the economical man wants as 
much room as he can have in his inclosure. He must 
have sides, or waUs, and a roof to turn oft" the water, 
and a square torra gives him more room than anv 
form which he can devise. An oblong form stand's 
next in regard to the quantity of room inclosed. 

Yet bow often are people, who have nothing to 
throw away, induced to build in all forms rather 
than those which give the most room. The ell, or L, 
has long been a fashionable form for dwelling houses. 
One strong objection to the L is that you lose just 
one-quarter of the room that you would have in a 
rqnare bouse. You cut oft" j ust one-quarter of your 
space for mere show. 

In addition to this loss vou suffer more from heat 
in summer and from cold in winter than in a double 
house, for this is never wholly exposed to the heat 
of summer or the blast- of winter. 

But you would not submit to a plain square, or 
an oblong. You would have something tasty if not 
queer, in a new dwelling-house. And you would 
have )x>w windows and gothic windows because it is 
better to have something for show than something 
that will shelter you from the violent storms to 
which you are often subject. 

You can put your ornaments on to plain walls at 
much less cost than on to irregular walls and curves. 
Simplicity is one of the great beauties of architec- 
ture, and this by no means excludes ornament. Let 
the foundation "or main points be adhered to, and 
there wiU be no objection to something ornamental. 

For instance, blinds for windows are quite useful 
and ornamental. Thev add more to the beauty and 
oonvenience of a dwelling house than all the blocks 
and pins and bolsters that we often see, stuck on bike 
martin boxes, but not in so handsome a form, and 
puzzling all but professional painters to know how 
much extra cost there must !»<• to apply paint once 
in five years to so much extra and irregular surface. 

Next to blinds on a dwelling-house are oolumns, 
fluted or not fiuted. The corners of buildings are 
much improved in beauty by regular columns. And 
the door-ways also appear handsomer with perpea- 
dicular ornaments than with any blocks or projec- 
tions under the eaves, which cannot appear of any 
use whatever to any beholder who has utility in 
view. 

As to height, let a house have two stories, how- 
ever cheap the land may be. No man can well af- 
ford to build a house one story high — for the cover- 
ing costs no more on a two story house than on one 
of a single story. You shelter two sets of rooms at 
the same cost which is required for one set. 

\C regard to the proper height of the rooms there 
are various opinions. From one extreme to another 
we have passed, and now a room must be finished 
off 12 or 15 feet in height, or it will not be airy 
enough for vistors, &c. Ancient houses had rooms 
«o low that a tall visitor could not enter without 
stooping low, even after his hat was off. This was 
off. This was before the Kossuth hat was intro- 
duced, which subjected the head to the bnmps in- 
stead of the firm beaver of old times. 

Now we cannot possiblv see why rooms in a com- 
mon dwelling house should be so high as twelve or 
fifteen feet. The argument in favor of such a height 
is founded on t he assumption that we need more 
rentilaUon in our dwellings. 

Then why not return to the open fire-place, which 
has always furnished more ventilation than familes 
seemed *o need? 

The chief advantages which we can perceive in 
favor of high rooms are, that they are always colder 
and more uncomfortable in winter— they require 
more fuel — and, on going aloft into the chambers ten 
times a day, we mount 24 steps each time instead of 
twelve. 

We say nothing of the cost of making rooms fif- 
teen feet high instead of eight feet— we now speak 
of the cost and convenience of heating twice as 
much air as needs to be heated, and mounting 
twice as manv stairs into the chambers as we should 
do if convenience and comfort only were consulted. 

In regard to the roofs of country buildings we 
should see that plain work only is to be sanctioned 
bv those who are to pav the cost. Yet, how often 
do we find the simplest rules abandoned to fancy. 
Roofs are formed in such a fashioii tliat a great por- 
tion of the boards and shingles are to be cut into a 
triangle, making much more labor for the workmen, 
and much more room for the water in a driving 
storm to enter into the interior of the building. 

Good roofs to turn off all the water from the in- 
terior are of great importance. It often happens 
that shingles are so defective as to require a general 
renewal in twenty vears. Let the roof then be plain 
and simple as possible, that a new set of shingles 
■J 1* substituted for the old, without hacking a 

i of them into a triangular form, and 

^the carpenter double labor.

Thumb Pruning. — Even' one who raises a fruit 
tree should reraeml>er that It is easier to rub off a 
small green shoot than to saw oft" a limb; and that 
it is better to give a well-formed head to a young 
tree, than to mutilate a large one in attempting to 
cure early deformity. Trees that have been trans- 
planted this year, "or which have made but a few 
seasons' growth, may be controlled in their shape 
with great ease. In examining young trees for this 
purpose, it will be necessary to cut out with a knife 
such voung shoots as grew last year or before, that 
are unnecessary, or that interfere with a good, 
even, well distributed head; and, during the early 
part of the present vear's growth, the trees should 
t»e occasionally watched, and redundant shoots just 
forming rubl>ed oft" at once. — Country Gent.
